L and L Farms has demonstrated something about our breed that I have 
known for a long time. That is, wherever good Shorthorns and Polled Shorthorns 
are offered for sale, regardless of how few there are in the area, they will always 
be well received by cattlemen. The basic reason for this is that most cattlemen 
everywhere realize what a Shorthorn bull can do to put weight for age and faster 
gains in their cattle. 

L and L has taken this basic cattleman’s desire, added energy, enthusiasm, 
promotion, plus making good Shorthorns and Polled Shorthorns available, and 
has spread the breed's influence over a wide virgin area. Five years ago there 
were practically no Shorthorns in the Dothan area ... there now when people 
think of beef cattle, they think of Shorthorns. 


L and L was the first herd in the Southeast to establish a regular production 
sale. The interest of hundreds of cattlemen has been aroused by this event. 


L and L was the first herd in the Southeast to prove purebred quality could 
be raised as good here as anywhere, and if the right kind were offered people 
would travel to the Southeast from a dozen states and Canada to buy them.
